Club Membership Learns of the Security 
arket as Nation's — Barometer 


At the Exchange Club luncheon 
yesterday the membership was 
taken into the confidence of Her- 
bert R. Jackson of the Pacific 
Bond and Share Company, who ad- 
dressed the organization, discussing 
the security market, and the place 
it oocupies as the business barom- 
eter of the nation. 

“When «a man or an organiza- 
tion loses money in business,” Mr. 


Jackson said, the loss can 
ally be attributed to failure to buy 
right or sell right. The same is 


true of ple who lose money in 
the stock market, people who buy 
and sell prices instead of values, 


and who toe recognise that the 
fundamental economic factors 
which made business are the fac- 
tors which influence the prices of 
securities. 

“Prices of securities rise or fall 
as business in general becomes 
more prosperous or depressed. <A 
history of the stock market shows 
that in periodic cycles the average 
rice of standard stocks fluctuates 
rom twenty-five to forty points be- 
tween a bull and a dear market. 
The trend of business is behind 
the trend of stock prices, for, as 
the market always 1 the 
future of business, we have but 
to gauge the present trend in order 
to forecast future stock prices. In- 
versely, the trend of security prices 
represents the collective judgment 
of thousands of minds on the out- 
look for business. When we de- 
termine what makes the prices of 
stocks go up or down, we deter- 
mine what makes business prosper 
or decline. 


MARKET SWINGS 
“Compare the trend of business 
since 1919 with the trend of se- 
curity prices. It is 
history that a bull market pre- 
valied in 1919. The average price 
of twenty standard industria! 
stocks attained ite high point, 
119.62, on November 3 of that year. 
By January, 1920, thie average had 
declined to 101.90. Eleven months 
later, in December, 1920, the aver- 
age stood at 66.75, a loss of 62.87 
points in thirteen months, or about 
43 per cent. In June, 18921, the 
actual bottom was reached 
average price being 64.90.

One of the plainest lessons 
taught by financial history is that 
whenever a nation issues paper 
money with nothing back of it, 
that nation is on the road to disas- 
ter. Russia with its 
rubles and Germany 
with ite worthless marks.

Bastille, and made reprisal for cen- 
turies of kingly crime and oppres- 
sion.

But 
they only threw themselves out of 
the frying pan into the fire so far 
as finances were concerned. 


UNSOUND MONEY 


At the very worst point of their 
currency inflation they found 
themselves under the absolute 
domination of Robespierre. In or- 


inevitable result; and legislation 
was passed making it a crime, with 
six vears’ imprisonment eas the 
penalty, if any one should refuse 
to take the paper assignats at 
their face value. Just think of it! 
A French peasant after working 
the entire year to produce 4 crop 
Was compelled by law to accept 
payment for that crop in paper 
money, which he knew to be 
worthless, or go to prison.

He 
suggested that more assignats be 
issued and if the people did not 
take them the guillotine should be 


the penalty. 
ROBESPIEERE'S END 
This unheard-of outrage was 


more than the people could stand. 
An unknown man arose on the 
floor of the convention and de- 
nounced Robespierre, reciting the 
heinous crimes he had committed, 
and so worked upon the feelings of 


the audience that Ribespierre 
the tyrant, became Robespierre, 
the eonvicted criminal. Two days 


later he was led to the guillotine. 
France had learned her financial 
lesson well—that money must have 
value back of it.

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STATE IS RICH | 
IN OIL SHALES 


Expert Undeveloped 
Fuel Source is Enormous 


Former Government Official 
Tells of Research 


Declares Liquid Gold Supply 
in Ground Eclipsed 


While the oil fields of California 
tada are regarded as among its 
mem valuadle resources, their pos- 
sibilities are surpassed by the oil 
shaies found in different sections 
witain the boundaries of this State, 


according to Dr. David Talbot Day, 
former chief of the division of 
mineral resources of the United 
States Geological Survey. 

Dr. Day. who arrived here yes- 
terday from his home in Washing- 
ton and is stopping at the Van 
Nuys, is making an Inspection of 
certain parts of the oll shale fields 
now in process of development. He 
is no longer aetively connected 
with the Geological Survey, hav- 
ing retired to devote himself to 
the commercial side of the oil 
\business, though he is still subject 
to call by the government in cases 
where his services as an expert in 
the petroleum field may be in de- 


mand. 

“A considerable portion of Call- 
fornia’s oi] shales are as yet un- 
available, owing to their inaccessi- 
bility and the fact that they have 
thus far been but imperfectly ex- 
plored,” said the doctor. In time, 
however, all these fields will be 
developed, and their yield of 
wealth will be greater than that of 
the oil fields.

The richest field is that near Cas- 
malia. in Santa Barbara county, 
where the shales in some places 
run from 2000 tw 3000 feet in 
thickness. The other two places 
are at McKittrick in the San Joa- 
quin Valley and near Lake El- 
sinore.

gallons of oil per ton of shale ma- 
terial. Of course, the full amount 
of the oil content cannot as yet 
be extracted, because the processes 
for doing this work have not been 
perfected. About the best that can 
be produced with the means at 
hand is from forty to fifty gallons 
a ton, but I am confident’ that 
methods will eventually be devised 
that will extract practically all the 
oil. 
“My attention was first called to 
the shales near Debeque, Colo., in 
1905, while I was connected with 
the Geological Survey. A man in 
that locality had built ai ranch 
house, the chimney of which had 
deen constructed of a peculiar kind 
of rock found in great abundance 
in that vicinity. The first time he 
Built a fire in his stove, he was 
flab to see his chimney 
take fire and burn to the ground, 
together with the building of which 
it formed a part. 


SPECIMEN RECEIVED 

“This man sent a specimen of 
the rock to the Geological Depart- 
ment, with an account of what had 
happened and a request for infor- 
| mation in regard to the phenome- 
non. I analyzed the rock and fyund 
it to be of] shale, with which I was 
familiar from havi studied the 
oil shales of Scotian 

“An investigation was then made 
by the department and it wag found 
that vast quantities of these oil 
shales were scattered over a large 
part of Western Colorado. In fact, 
SO great were these deposits that it 
was computed their total oil con- 
tent would be equal to four times 
the entire amount of oll represent- 
ed by all the oil fields in the Unit- 
ed States. Later similar shales 
were found in Utah in an amount 
about equal to that of Colorado. 
which means, therefore, that the 


alone are capable of Producing an 
amount of oil eight times that of 
all the country’s oil fields. 


PUBLISHED IN BULLETINS 

The findings of the Geologica 
Department in Colorado and, Utah 
were published in official govern- 
ment bulletins, and this informa- 
tion d a sensation over the 
entire country, but particularly in 
the regions where the shales had 
been found. An army of get-rich- 
quick yearners flocked to the new 
El Dorado and in no time claims 
had been staked over al! the oil 
shale territory and also over much 
ground entirely innocent of the oil- 
bearing rock. Speculation ran ram- 
pant and men made and lost 
countiess paper fortunes in oil 
shales during the first period of ex- 
citement. 

“The government selected two 
sections of the shale fields, one in 
Utah and the other in Colorado, 
to be held in reserve for the use 
of the Navy,“ said Dr. Day. “Then 
the geological department decided 
to leave this field to the frenzied 
speculators, and to go about mak- 
ing further investigation of oil 
shale deposits. We had our eyes 
on the Pacific Coast and we ex- 
plored the entire Coast district 
from Washington to Southern Call- 
fornia. I personally examined more 
than 2000 specimens of rock from 
various parts ot the Coast. Much 
of the territory ylelded us nothing, 
but we found excellent deposits of 
the shale in California.” 


LITTLE DONE TO DATE 

Up to this time, but little has 
been done in the way of production 
in the oil shale fields, according 
to Dr. Day. “The boom in Col- 
orado and Utah has practically 
died down and but little has been 
accomplished there in a practical 
way.” he said. “Promoters are at 
work both in the Middle West and 
in California, however. It would 
be futile to start production from 
shale with the vast amount of oli! 
now being produced from wells. 
But eventually the supply from the 
wells will lessen while the demand 
for ol] continually meresse. Then 
wpe vast store of oll in the shale 
will be utilized.”
